Thie manner In which tho tax sys- 
tem of Kentucky may seriously affect 
its business interests was recently 
given a very striking demonstration 
in Lexington. The estate of Mrs. 
Clara Bell Walsh, amounting to about 
$750,000, had been for many years 
managed by the Security Trust com- 
pany of Lexington, as trustee. A pe- 
tition was filed recently In the Fay- 
ette circuit court, asking the court 
to terminate the trusteeship, so that 
Mrs. Walsh might put her property In 
the hands of a trust company in St. 
Louis. The Security Trust company, 
which had been acting as trustee, did 
not oppose this suit, it being distinct- 
ly stated in the petition of Mrs. Walsh 
that the services of the trust company 
tad teen in every way satisfactory, 
but that the taxes Imposed upon her 
property were too burdensome. 

The peculiar feature of the case lies 
in the fact that Mrs. Walsh, herself, 
resides In St. Louis and, therefore, 
claims that her personal property 
should not be taxed at Lexington In 
the hands of her trustee,

tem, when a mortgage is filed for rec- 
ord it pays a tax of five dollars on 
each thousand dollars of the amount 
secured by the mortgage. No sub.se- 
quent tax is imposed and the entire 
amount of the tax collected goes into 
tbe Slate treasury. 

Where this system has been tried, 
the result has been a considerable in- 
crease In the revenue from taxation 
of mortgages. The system which we 
are trying in Kentucky, by which the 
county clerk is required to make a 
correct return to the assessor of all 
mortgages, gives very little chance 
for any mortgages to escape taxation, 
fio that to adopt in Kentucky the sys 
tem of a registration tax on mort- 
gages would not be productive of 
more revenue, and might possibly be 
productive of less; but it Is question- 
able whether the slight additional rev- 
enue derived from these mortgages 
makes up for the injustice done to the 
borrowers of money. It Is not conceiv- 
able that a man will lend money at 5 
or 6 per cent, and then pay from 2 % 
id .1 per cent in the way of tax, and 
yet It would amount to this in very 
many of our Kentucky cities and 
towns. Rather than do so, since he 
can not now, under the law.avotd dis- 
closing his possession of the mort- 
gage, the lender will simply retire 
from the money lending market. 
The.se restrictions curtail the amount 
of money that will be loaned on mort- 
gages and result In a hardship to bor- 
rowers It should be remembered, 
also, that the borrowers affected in 
this case are of the very best class — 
farmers who need to raise money on 
their farms; men of small means who 
desire to borrow nirmey to build 
luniies, as well as men who pierlge 
real estate to aid them 4n exionsive 
'building or industrial operations. The 
possibility of borrowing the money 
they need from private sources has 
always been of great advantage to 
people of these classes, especially In 
small towns and elites where there 
are not so many trust companies mak- 
ing loans The lender might stand 
the burden of the tax If he were ah 
lowed to add that amount to his rate 
of interest, but he Is headed off In 
that direction by the usury laws. In 
many cases he takes chances on this 
point and liy various devices will con- 
trive to collect from the borrower 
gome extra premium by way of offs"t 
to the tax he must pay on the i.iorl 
gage In this way the b inleu fulls 
direct on the borrower and must in- 
eviiably lend lo increase the interest 
rate on mortgage loans. 

That a tax on mortgages does so 
increase the Interest rate on mort 
gage loans has been clearly proved by 
the ex|)erlence of New York. 

It is not to be supposed that there 
will be any opposition to the tax on 
mortgages on the part of corporations 
which have money to lend, since, by 
law. hanks and trust companies are 
not specifically taxed on their-mort- 
gage loans Rut any banker dislikes to 
see anything done that restricts the 
amount of available capital In the 
•state, for such restriction of available 
capital means restriction of biisl 
ness, restriction of all forms 
of progress that make the state 
more prosperous Experience has. up 
to this lime, demonstrated that the 
only beneficiaries of the attempt to 
ilgidly tax mortgages are the foreign 
insurance companies, which come into 
the slate and lend thelt money and 
being resident in other states, do not. 
have to pay a tax on their mortgages. 

The same registration tax where tt 
has been adopted is applied to the 
mortgages filed by railroad and othc 
corporations This is proving a more 
o.ffectlve way of taxing bonds than t« 
take the chance of individual holder'- 
i-eing willing, to give them In for tax 
I'ion which they generally fail to do. 
L xl w of the fact that the bonds 
ra; e!y pay more than 5 to 10 per cent, 
and three f.ft'iS to three f >urths «<f 
his would lave to be up to the 

•ax gatherer if ihe bonds are listed 
with the ass'ssor. And men will not 
willingly £ui mlt to confiscaticn. 

The subject of taxing credits is one 
of the most difficult in the realm of 
taxation, and it is a field where mis- 
takes are most costly, because it is 
the taxation of this form of property 
that drives capital from the com 
muaity, and to drive capital from the 
community means the curtailment rf 
all the ente'-prisea that build up the 
community and add to Ita population 
and to the value of its real estate.

The court 
of appeals having held otherwise, and 
Mrs Walsh, not feeling justified in 
paying a tax rate of $2.70 on the 
stocks, bonds and other Investments 
In the hands of the Kentucky trustee, 
since she could not derive any possi- 
ble good from the payment of this 
lax. decided to remove the property 
to the state of her residence. 

A considerable part of the estate 
was Invested In local securities — the 
bonds of local corporations and real 
(Slate mortgages. This will mean 
that the money will gradually be with- 
drawn from Investment In these local 
securities and reinvested by the St. 
1 ^ 11 1 .S trustee in other securities, thus 
constituting a loss of that much 
money to enterprises In and around 
Lexington and Fayette county. It 
means Just that much greater scarcity 
of ne.-ded capital. 

The Lexington Herald has been, 
with great energy and skill, showing 
the re_i.lt of this sort of taxation on 
the business interests of the state. It 
pcints out, among other things, the In- 
consistency in the decisions of our 
courts, which hold that a man who 
lives In one Kentucky county and has 
intangible personal property, such as 
stocks, bonds, or money, in the hands 
of a trustee in another county of Ken- 
lucky. must pay the tax In county 

of bis TeElrt^nce and not In county 

.the Irtistee resides; but if the 
ovner of ^he properly moves eiUIi«fly 
out of t,he Slate, then he must pay a 
tax fn the county where the irusiee 
resides, as well as pay the tax in the 
state where he takes up his new resi- 
dence, thus constituting double tax- 
ation. 

Consumed With Taxation. 

In her intllion asking for the 
change in trusteeship Mrs. Walsh 
says: “Plaintiffs desire, if said Clara 
Bell Walsh be not entitled to a 
discharge of the trustee, that 
there be a change In the per- 
son of said trustee, and If It can 
be done that the funds and property 
in trust be traurferred to a trustee 
duly qualified under and resident in 
the state of Missouri, where they 
have their home. Plaintiffs state that 
the reasons why a change of truster 
is desired do not in any manner relat, 
to the conduct or fidelity of said trus 
tee, but are on account of the heavy 
burdens of taxation imposed on said 
estate by reason of the residence of 
the trustee in a state and city differ 
ent from the home of the beneficiary.” 
Court of Appeals Decision. 

The Herald adds the following fact 
as to the case. “Under this decision of 
the court, Mrs. Walsh’s personal prop 
erty in the hands of the Security 
Trust company would be liable foi 
city, state and county taxes here; and 
realizing that she, a non-resident of 
the state, could derive no possible 
benefit from taxes paid to the city on 
her personal property, Mrs. Walsh 
takes this means of getting possession 
of her property. The removal of 
the estate to another state Is a powe.~ 
ful argument against the wisdom of 
the system of taxation In force iii 
Kentucky; for though the Invest- 
ments made by the trustee In local 
securities are so safe and highly re- 
garded as to be retained, yet when a 
reinvestment is made it is likely that 
a large portion of the funds will be 
invested elsewhere, thus depriving 
this community and state of so Inuch 
badly needed capital for Its progress 
and development. 

Poverty or Perjury. 

“A prominent attorney of this city, 
in discus sing before the Taxation 
Committee of the Kentucky senate In 
1905 the tax system of our state, de- 
nounced our personal property tax ar 
necessarily leading either to poverty 
or perjury. We do not know whether 
any statistics on the subject are avail- 
able. but we think It a safe guess that 
at least three-fourths of all the Intan- 
gible personal property, such as 
bonds, notes, and cash, which Is as- 
sessed for taxation in Kentucky, is In 
the hands of fiduciaries. Is It a fair 
and manly thing to place upon those 
least able to bear it nearly all the 
burden erf such a tax?”
